Over 2.000,000 surgical dress- 
ings and sewed and knit articles 
totaling 428.679 working hours is 
the record set for the Main Line 
Bianch of the Red Cross by its 
volunteers during the four war 
years, it has been announced by 
Mrs. Joseph H. Collins, chairman 
of production for the branch. 

Mrs. Emmett R. Tatnall, chair- 
man of the sewing department, 
reported a total of 82,313 sewed 
articles from her department. 
Gifts were also made and given 
to the women of England for use 
in air raid shelters. 

Mrs. John Converse, chairman 
of the knitting department, re- 
ported that 22.732 sweaters, socks, 
helmets, scarves and gloves were 
knit for the Army and Navy. Also 
many afghans have been donated 
for use in the veterans' hospitals 
imd men's and wome's sweaters 
were made for Belgian relief. 

Miss Laura Mae Perry, chair- 
man of the Surgical Dressing de- 
partment, reported the large 
;nnount of bandages which have 
been made for the Army and 
Navy under the .specifications of 
the United States Surgeon Gen- 
eral's office. 

She stressed the continued need 
of the veterans' hospitals for sur- 
gical dressings for the wounded, 
who because of the seriousness of 
their wounds, have recently been 
returned to this country. 

In the past two years 1.304.080 
surgical dressings hace been made 
I'oi the Army and Navy veteran 
and civilian hospitals. A total of 
1,803.134 for the entire war years 
were produced. Miss Perry gave 
much credit for this record of 
production to the workers of the 
branch and its auxiliaries who 
worked under the following chair- 
men: Mrs. Henry Bull of St.

"Our courageous men who have 
laid their lives on the altar of the 
fighting line have faith that the 
home folks will see their job 
through in helping the wounded 
fight the battle of their life line 
by aiding them to win victories 
over their handicaps," said Mrs. 
Collins.

In L. M.-Narberth 

E Bond Sales Go Over 
Top By 108.6 of 
$742,000 Quota 

Achieving all its Victory Loan 
quotas by sizeable margins, the 
Narberth-Lower Merion district 
rolled up record sales of United 
States Bonds in all categories in 
the final war financing campaign, 
community area chairman James 
L. Gardiner reported today. 

"We have demonstrated our 
community as well as our nation 
pride in completing the Victory 
Loan with the largest oversub- 
scriptions on a percentage basis 
of all previous bond drives." de- 
clared Gardiner. "The Narberth- 
Lower Merion district is away out 
front in the county and state 
standings, and the marvelous job 
done is a credit to the newspapers, 
the volunteer workers and all 
others who gave of their time and 
effort to make it an outstanding 
success. '* 

Gardiner reported E bond sales 
totalled $805,918 or 108.6 per cent 
of the $742,000 quota. 

Other bond sales in this district, 
including the E bonds and corpor- 
ate sales totalled $5,813,045 or 
321.1 per cent of the $1,810,400 
quota. 

Gardiner paid high tribute for 
the fine returns from Wynnewood 
and Penn Valley, declaring: 
"These two districts were right on 
top of the entire area, turning in 
the largest sales of E bonds and 
individual bonds for the Victory 
Loan." 

County Drive Chairman Robert 
R. Titus, commenting on the 
drive's success, said: "Montgom- 
ery Countians accepted the chal- 
lenge of the Victory Loan and 
have 'finished their job' in a blaze 
of glory. Our Victory Loan bond 
selling figures are outstanding in 
the state's final reports — we rank 
right at the top. especially in pur- 
chases by individuals and by cor- 
porations.

Ambler Huldsworth

Ambler Huldsworth "kept" a little store in the industrial district 
of Tioga, or rather he was the proud proprietor of this enterprise 
which, while not exactly a grocery store, you wouldn't call it a deli- 
catessen either, not after you'd had a look at Mr. Huldsworth, you 
wouldn't, for Ambler was a Yorkshireman, and seeing his size, bulk, 
and dignity, not to mention his broad speech, "nubbut a gormless 
oi»c," indeed, would fail to recognize a true Britisher. He carried his 
weight with all the pompousness of a Tudor-garbed Tower of Lon- 
don guide and spoke with the same authority. 

Back around 1923. I used to stop in the store, occasionally, for 
a sandwich and a bottle of milk and a chat with Ambler. 1 had re- 
cently been in England, so we had many familiar places to talk 
about. 

Mrs. Huldsworth or " 'Er" was her husband's able assistant; thin, 
iharp-featured, and alert, looking something like a character woman 
in an English movie. She never took part in our conversation but 
loved to listen in. 

Often I entered the store, accompanied by the tinkling of a little 
tell, to find her alone. Then, staring at me as though transfixed, she 
would take a deep breath and scream in a hiRh, shrill voice, "Ham- 
blee-er!! there's a gintleman 'ere ter see-e yer." 

Ambler, who had probably been taking " 'is bit of ease" would 
shout out, "Awf a mo" — "Ahm cooming." and then he'd appear, wip- 
ing his hands on his apron as though he'd been working. 

Mr. 'Uldsworth, as "she" referred to 'im, was a self-admitted 
authority on textiles an dmany other things. As a lad, he had work- 
ed at Listers (famous British cloth mill), in fact, had practically run 
the shop, he had, (and who would want to doubt it?): been quite a 
figure at hoam. he had sung in choir, being renowned for his voice, 
also for his ability in "athaletics," making quite a tidy sum of "brass" 
from these accomplishments. 

When one of the children from the neighborhood came in the 
store, Ambler would inquire, "Well, luv, whut can I dew fer you, 
luv?" Observing the Yorkshire tradition of calling all small children 
"iuv," a gentle custom, and one that might well be emulated for, after 
all, you can't very well yell and snarl at a child if you have to end 
up calling the poor little thing "luv," can you? 

There had been this gentle custom with the little ones in York- 
shire but it was the only gentleness they would ever receive, because 
"(..oom twelve years." and they were adults, ready for the mines and 
.riills, and a very little later, marriage, and from this point it would 
be considered a mark of weakness to display any outward signs of 
tenderness or affection. 

"Whut dosta want, luv?" Ambler would ask. The little girl would 
reach up and hand over a worn account book. Mr. Huldsworth would 
scrutinize it and call off, "Yer mether wants a pan uv sardines, a box 
■V crackers, and an awf poun uv poloney": writing this in the book, 
."and tell mether to coom roun S'turday night." Then, turning to me 
as the child pkipped out, "Ahl be a monkey's ooncle, ah give them 
trust for loogi-uries, but when they have t'brass, ba gum, they go 
t'chaln store for nee-cessities." 

Like all Yorkshiremen, Ambler's great hope and ambition was to 
take a trip back -Voam. Usually it all just amounts to talk, and talk 
about he did, but in, this case it really came true, and, sure enough, 
; Ambler went on a visit to the ould country. 

Of course, he didn't take 'er, but she was more than happy to 
bask in the reflected glory of the trip and to mention, casually, to 
friends, "Ad a card from Hambler, sent it from Blackpool, 'e did, 'es 
'aving a champion time of it." 

But Ambler returned to resume the routine of the little shop, his 
reputation greatly enhanced among his chums from t'ould country. 

A frequent shopper at the little store was the deaconess of Am- 
bler's church. When she appeared in her prim habit, Mr. Huldsworth 
was all attention. 

"G'Morning, deekness!" 

"Oh yes! deekness, them's luv'ly peaches." 

"Oh my! yes! deekness, that's prime 'am, that 'is." 

I dropped in Ambler's one day, not having been there in some 
little while. Mrs. Huldsworth was behind the counter but she didn't 
yell out for Ambler. I sensed something wrong and was half afraid 
to ask, and there was something very wrong. This time Ambler had 
indeed gone "home." 

" 'E caught the new-monia," she told me, "bathin in the sea at 
At-lan-tic City. 'E were always a great one for bathin in the sea. You 
didn't 'ear about it? The doctor said 'e was such an 'evy man to have 

the new-monia. E ad a luv'ly-t 

funeral," she added with some I 
pride, "Just the way 'e would have 
liked it. I've got a picture of 'lm 
in 'is coffin, happen you'd like to 
9ee it?" 

She was back in a minute with 
the picture. We looked at it to- 
gether. 

"Don't 'e look luv'ly," she mur- 
mured and there was a tenderness 
in her voice that most of her life 
she had attempted to conctal.

Beautiful $200,000 Church in Bala-Cynwyd Had Its Beginning 

In 1905; Dr. Duncombe, Present Pastor, Came to Noted 

Suburban Religious Center 16 Years Ago 



On Sunday evening, January 
13, the congregation and friends 
of the Bala-Cynwyd Methodist 
Church, often called the "Metho- 
dist Cathedral of the Main Line" 
will see the burning of the mort- 
gage on this $200,000 structure on 
Levering Mill Rd., near Montgom- 
ery Ave., Bala-Cynwyd. 

This ceremony will mark the 
end of a 16-year period of finan- 
cial ups and downs for the beau- 
tiful suburban church, which has 
become an important force in the 
spiritual and religious life of this 
section. 

The church, valued at $200,000, 
with its works of art and the 
great organ, valued at nearly 
$20,000, is a standing memorial to 
many faithful workers and to the 
leadership of the Rev. Dr. Frank- 
lin Duncombe who has served rs 
pastor for 16 years. 

Started in 1905 

The church had an inauspi- 
cious beginning in 1905 when 16 
persons attended the first Meth- 
odist service held in this section 
in the Cynwyd Fire House, Mont- 
gomery Ave. and Tregaron Rd. 

Actual organization of the 
church came on March 17, 1907. 
Until 1916, 11 supply pastors 
served the church after which the 
Rev. W. L. Steck was appointed 
pastor. It was during his pas- 
torate that the former chapel was 
started. 

In March 1921, Leon T. Moore 
was appointed pastor and plans 
were accepted for a church build- 
ing whose cornerstone of which 
was laid on September 17, 1922. 
Formed Church Groups 

In 1924 the Rev. Luther Ketels 
became pastor and under his di- 
rection the Epworth League and 
Missionary Society were organ- 
ized. He was succeeded by the Rev. 
Frank M. Gray. 

The present pastor, Dr. Dun- 
combe, at the Bishop's request, 
left St. Philip's Church in Phila- 
delphia to become pastor of the 
Bala-Cynwyd Church. 

It was under his leadership that 
the present edifice was construct- 
ed. The pastor acted as superin- 
tendent of its construction and it 
has been estimated that $25,000 
was saved through nis efforts. 

In 1930 a debt of $13,000 re- 
mained on the church and in 
1931, additional land was bought 
for $13,000. 

Despite the depression with its 
bank failures, Sunday will see thy 
entire debt wiped from the slate. 

The new church was dedicated 
on May 26, 1935, by Bishop Rich- 
ardson. During the Summer of 
1937 improvements costing about 
$22,000 were made to beautify the 
interior. These included Gothic 
stone arches, a marble chancel 
floor and altar, and the main ex- 
terior entrance. In 1939 a rofd 
extension was made around the 
parsonage, the cloister was com- 
pleted and carpet laid on the 
chancel floor at a cost of about, 
$3,000. 

It wasn't until 1941 that the 
building was entirely completed at 
a cost of an additional $13,000. 
Plan War Memorial 

With the burning of this mort- 
gage the church now has its eyes 
turned to a new education and 
recreation' building which will hs 
constructed as a war memorial. 

An accounting of membership 
at the first of the year showed 
that the Bala-Cynwyd Methodist 
Church now has 740 active mem- 
bers and approximately 20 pre- 
paratory members. 

Dr. Duncombe, who was award- 
ed the degree of doctor of divin- 
ity at Union College, Barbourvillo, 
Ky., in June, 1945, has as his as- 
sistant the Rev. Dr. Gladstone 
Holm. The Rev. Dr. Levi H. Zen- 
is the district superintendent. 
Howard S. Tussey serves the 
church as director of music; Mrs. 
Evelyn McClung as secretary; 
Newton Snively. sexton, and Miss 
Elizabeth Noon as junior choir 
director. 

At the mortgage burning cere- 
mony Dr. Herbert H. Beiber, pas- 
tor of the Presbyterian Church of 
the Covenant in Bala-Cynwyd; 
the Rev. Frank Gray, former 
pastor of the Methodist Church. 
and Dr. Zerr, district superin- 
tendent, will be the speakers.

"THE RUBE"

George Edward Waddell was 
famous as the greatest simon pure 
pitcher who ever stepped into the 
box, and was known throughout 
the baseball world as Rube Wad- 
dell. When a young man in his 
21st year he matriculated as a 
student at Volant College. His 
place of abode was listed as Pros- 
pect. Pa. He evidently was in 
search of culture, and incidently 
he pitched for their baseball team. 
He attended college only in the 
spring term. He became the ter- 
ror of every opposing team. Can- 
non balls were like slow moving 
zephyrs compared with the speed 
balls that Rube threw at the op- 
posing batsmen. 

Rube finally landed with the 
Pittsburgh Pirates of the National 
League, who were for three years 
the champions of their circuit at 
that time, under the leadership of 
Fred Clarke, a great player and 
manager. But Fred and the Rube 
could not get along and the eccen- 
tric southpaw "jumped" the team. 
With the consent of Barney Drey- 
fuss, the Pittsburgh owner. Connie 
Mack went in search of the Rube. 
He found him at Punxsutawney 
pitching independent baseball, and 
i signed him up. Rube readily con- 
sented to go, but insisted Connie 
call with him on a few friends 
as he said good bye. They called 
on the haberdasher, the tailor, the 
barber, and nearly all the trades 
folks in town. At each stop Con- 
nie had to pay the debts the Rube 
owed, as he said goodbye. After 
he was through with this tour, 
paying the Rube's bills had Connie 
just about flat. As they ap- 
proached the railroad station Con- 
nie noticed a large crowd had 
gathered for the departure of the 
famous Rube. He shivered, think- 
ing what if each of that huge 
crowd has a bill against the de- 
parting pitcher! But they only 
wanted to give the Rube a glor- 
ious send off, which they did, with 
a vengeance. 

Waddell then went on to become

Building Code 

The pressing nation-wide need 
for housing and for new construc- 
tion of all types makes its certain 
that the Nation can look forward 
to a great building boom over the 
next five years. So soon as ma- 
terials become available thousands 
of new homes will be constructed 
and hundreds of millions of dol- 
lars will be spent for business and 
industrial building and for public 
improvements in the Common- 
wealth of Pennsylvania. 

These facts emphasize the advis- 
ability of every community in the 
Commonwealth, which has not al- 
ready done so, adopting a building 
code which will protect its citizens 
against unsound construction, Are 
hazards, and the future deprecia- 
tion of their properties. A large 
number of Pennsylvania munici- 
palities and townships already pos- 
sesses such codes, many of which 
have been in effect for a long term 
of years and are consequently not 
adapted to modern types of con- 
struction and to the great improve- 
ments which have been made in 
building materials within the past 
ten years. 

Though nothing would be less 
desirable than to let down the bars 
to dangerous and unsound con- 
struction, man yof our older build- 
in codes impose severe handicaps 
on types of modern building which 
have proved to be sound and sat- 
isfactory. 

Several types of approved mod- 
ern building codes are available 
for the guidance of communities 
both small and large. It has been 
possible for many small municipal- 
ities, not wishing to incur the ex- 
pense of printing a building code 
in full to adopt one suited to their 
needs by reference to the sections 
of standard codes approved by na- 
tional safety or building organi- 
zations or by public commissions. 

In view of the many undesirable 
consequences of uncontrolled 
building after the close of the 
First World War but remembering 
the serious and almost desperate 
need for domestic housing in 
Pennsylvania, it would be wise for 
every community to take steps to 
adopt a code suited to its size and 
requirements and for those which 
now possess a code to make a thor- 
ough review of its provisions in the 
light of modern standards in con- 
struction.

W omens' Group 
To Hear Former 
Missionary 

Narberth Methodist 
Society Held Meeting 
Last Week 

Mrs. John A. Hamilton, a mis- 
sionary to the Japanese on the 
Philippines for 12 years, spoke of 
her experiences in a Japanese con- 
r-entration camp at a meeting of 
the Woman's Society of Christian 
service of the Narberth Methodist 
Church last Thursday afternoon. 

On December 27. 1941, Mrs. 
Hamilton and a number of other 
missionaries stationed on Manila 
were taken by the Japs and in- 
terned at the Brent School near 
Bapio. where they were held for 
three years. "There were 500 of 
us crowded into qua iters sufficient 
for 100". said Mrs. Hamilton, "and 
we had to sleep on the floor. The 
food rations were very low and 
toward the last of the internment 
quite a few died from starvation. 

"Prayer groups were held de- 
spite Japanese orders that the 
prisoners could not gather in 
proups. but many Bible classes 
flourished". 

"No matter how desperate the 
situation'". Mrs. Hamilton added, 
"we all trusted ourselves to the 
will of the Lord, knowing His Plans 
for us would be consumatcd". 

On June of 1944 the whole group 
was transferred to Manila where 
ihe food situation was even worse 
than before. "Prisoners resorted 
to patherinc; garbage thrown out 
by the Jap guards", said Mrs. 
Hamilton. "This they washed 
t horouRhly. cooked and served to 
augment their scanty rations". 

Mrs. Hamilton concluded with 
.! description of the appearance of 
American soldiers and tanks, and 
their ruthless push ' hrough the 
Japanese lines straight to the 
prisoners. She told of the shell- 
in;; by the Japanese, of the period 
of terror and confusion, and the 
final knowledge of safely on Feb- 
ruary 3. 

The speaker was introduced by 
Mrs. Henry A. Prye. secretary of 
Missionary Education. 

Mrs. Samuel Rtissel. president 
of ihr Society, presided. Devo- 
tions were read by Mrs. Robert 
Hayenck. 

Mrs. Norman Snvdcr directed 
thr presentation nf ;he stories and 
sincinc nf the hvmns.

The 
stories were read by Mrs. Arthur 
Trvin. Mrs. Snyder read several 
hymn verses and led the Society 
members in Mucins.

Unemployment Increases 



VETERANS AND SERVICE NEWS 



The veterans' administration 
has paid out approximately $102.- 
750.0*00 as of December 15. for un- 
employment conpensation to ap- 
proximately 331,000 veterans of 
World War II. 

For the week endinK December 
1, the total of iobless veterans was 
247.360 out of about 4.000.000 dis- 
charged from the armed .services. 

But according to records of the 
veterans' administration, each 
week sees an increase in the num- 
ber of jobless in all stales except 
three. These three are Michigan, 
where as of November 24 and the 
week ending December 1. unem- 
ployment had decreased from 18,- 
414 to 13.770: Ohio, where the de- 
crease wa-s from 3.954 to 1.337 and 
in Oklahoma where jobless de- 
creased from 2.430 1r> 1.434. 

In New York unemployed vet- 
erans increased from 32.000 to 
52.000: Texas from 12.000 to 22,- 
22.000: New Jersey from 11.000 to 
16.000: California from 10.000 to 
14.000: Illinois from 0.000 to 13.- 
000 and Massachusetts from 13.- 
000 to 17.000. All other states 
showed a proportionate increase.

Administration To 
Hire Professional 
Men For Hospitals 

Men in Lower Grades 
To Enter Veterans 
Regional Units 

Acting promptly under the act 
creating a Department of Medi- 
cine and Surgery in the Veterans 
Administration. General Omar N. 
Bradley. Administrator of Veter- 
ans Affairs, sent a telegram au- 
thorizing the immediate hiring of 
doctors and dentists in the lower 
professional grades by local VA 
offices. 

Such local employment will be 
subject to a "post audit of quali- 
fications'' of the applicants by the 
VA Central Office, the Adminis- 
trator said in his telegraphic in- 
structions to VA' hospitals, homes 
and regional offices. Applications 
from doctors and dentists in the 
higher grades will be sent to 
Washington for prompt, final ap- 
proval. 

General Bradley's telegram au- 
thorized the VA offices to create 
positions in addition to their pres- 
ent quotas to take care of all 
qualified doctors and dentists who 
apply. VA has immediate vacan- 
cies for 1.125 doctors, 1.200 nurses 
and 100 dentists at the present 
time and the new employees thus 
can be shifted to localities where 
there is the greatest need if the 
office at which they apply has 
filled its quota. By authorizing 
the employment of doctors and 
dentists in excess of existing quo- 
tas, General Bradley has set up 
machinery to obtain the badly 
needed personnel immediately and 
then arrange for then 1 transfer 
as soon as possible. 

VA officials explained that un- 
der the new act only doctors, den- 
tists and nurses as well as the 
chief, pharmacist, chief dietician, 
chief physical therapist and chief 
occupational therapist are exempt- 
ed from Civil Service. Pharma- 
cists, dietitians, physical thera-

New Act Permits VA 
Hospitals to Employ 
Needed Personnel 

President Truman's signature of 
the medical bill will make it pos- 
sible for the Veterans' Adminis- 
tration to carry out the instruc- 
tions that the Chief Executive 
gave General Omar N. Bradley to 
streamline and modernize the 
practice of medicine for veterans. 

Up to now it has been difficult 
for VA to revamp its services be- 
cause of the inability to obtain 
medical and other professional 
personnel in its hospitals, officials 
said. 

With approximately 90,000 vet- 
erans now receiving medical care 
and additional beds from Army, 
Navy and civilian hospitals being 
negotiated, the new act will per- 
mit VA to employ applicant doc- 
tors, dentists and nurses promptly 
to meet the present critical situ- 
ation. Present vacancies in VA 
include 1.125 doctors, 1,200 nurses 
and 100 dentists. 

Additional beds in existing VA 
hospitals, where virtually all of 
the available "reserve" beds are 
filled, and those earmarked for 
transfer from the Army can be 
promptly brought into use as the 
necessary doctors, dentists and 
nurses to staff them are re- 
cruited. 

VA officials explained it has al- 
ways been the employment prac- 
tice of the agency to give veterans 
even more preference than is pro- 
vided in the veterans preference i 
act. The greatest single source of I 
medical personnel is expected to ! 
be discharged medical officers 
from the Army and Navy. These 
men are to be preferred because 
of their interest in the men they 
have taken care of. Realizing 
they have somewhat lost touch 
with civilian practice many of 
these are enrolling for refresher 
courses in universities.

VICTORY'S SONS 



WO MEN lay seriously wounded 
on a jungle battlefield at Bou- 
gainville. Although Jap machine 
guns swept the area, Sgt. Jesse 
Drowley dashed from hit protec- 
tion behind a rock to save his 
comrades. By crouching and 
crawling, he succeeded in drag- 
ging both soldiers to safety, and 
had them carried to the medical 
tent. He then returned to the 
field and assisted in rescuing a 
third man. 
While he was out on his peril- 
ous mission, Sergeant Drowley had 
spotted a concealed pillbox that was 
holding up the advance. As soon as the 
^ wounded were cared for, he ran to a 
slight tank, leaped on top of it, and di- 
rected the driver toward the little Jap 
fort, which was built of cocoanut log*. 
The tank's cannon soon demolished the 
pillbox, and another one farther on. Ser- 
geant Drowley was struck in the chest 
and near the left eye during the attack. 
Disregarding his wounds, Drowley in- 
sisted on staying with the tank until both 
pillboxes were cleaned out. He killed 
three Nipponese machine gunners with 
his tommy gun, firing from the swaying 
and bucking tank top. 
These feats won for him the Congres- 
sional Medal of Honor, the na- 
tion's highest award. He already 
'wore the Purple Heart for 
T wounds received at Guadalcanal.

In a circular sent to all VA 
hospitals, homes, centers, and 
offices, General Bradley pointed 
out that the follow-up program 
would "enhance and prolong the 
good effects of hospital treat- 
ment" and safeguard the health 
ot both veterans and the general 
public.

"a minimum requirement for 
good medical follow-up care" 
would include a physical examin- 
ation at least every three months 
and a 24-hour sputum specimen, 
which may be mailed in every 
month, for the most active cases. 
A physical examination every 
three months was recommended 
for less active cases with at least 
a semi-annual physical examina- 
tion for cases with arrested tu- 
berculosis. 

Veterans whose lungs were col- 
lapsed as part of their treatment 
will be asked to report for fluoro- 
scopic examination at intervals 
as advised by their attending 
physicians. VA has approximately 
100,000 tuberculosis beneficiaries.

from the normal or average man. 
J Relatively, only a small percent- 
age of the employable population 
j are in a state of physical per- 
'. lection. Impairments are a mat- 
ter of degree. The line between 
normal and defective is elastic, 
varying according to the judge- 
ment, experience and attitude of 
the examiner and the job to be 
performed. 

One example of the indefinite- 
ness of the subject is defective 
vision. Vision may be perfect for 
reading or fine detail, but poor 
for distance, or vice .versa. The 
defect may be in one or both 
eyes. One eye may be blind but 
apparently normal. Blindness in 
both eyes may be total, or there 
may remain the ability to dis- 
tinguish light. The eyes may pos- 
sess good vision to all respects 
except color perception, which may 
be a handicap or not. depending 
upon job requirements. There 
may or may not be depth percep 



work efficiently. From the war 
experiences of many employers 
and the long time experience of 
others, basic principles of selec- 
tive placement which contribute 
so largely to successful employ- 
ment of handicapped workers have 
been assembled into a plan and 
guide. The plan has been design- 
ed to be useful and practicable 
for the smallest employer or the 
largest; it is a plan in which the 
various parts can be understood 
and applied by one executive, if 
necessary. 

Employment of the disabled is 
neither ridiculously simple nor ex- 
cessively difficult or beyond the 
ability of capable executives. It 
is best accompanied by means of 
a systematic plan rather than rule 
of thumb or snap judgment.

To Serve as Chief 

General Omar N. Bradley. Ad-

General Bradley said after 
President Truman signed the act 
creating the new medical set-up 
that he expected to appoint Gen- 
eral Hawley. who was chief sur- 
geon in the European Theater of 
Operations when General Bradley 
was on duty there. General Hawley 
was Acting Surgeon General under 
the previous medical service in VA. 
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than answered. There is no com- 
mon agreement nor accepted defi- 
nition, even among industrial 
physicians, as to the exact con- 
notation of the term. The widely 
varying standards for industrial 
employment, in industries of dif- 
ferent types and in different plants 
within a single industry, act to 
classify as "handicapped" many 
individuals who would readily be 
accepted in other industries or 
in some plants within the same 
industry. In those plants which 
do not have pre-employment phys- 
ical examinations — and they are 
in the majority — the only cases 
classed as handicapped would be 
those with obvious impairment, 
while those having hidden disabil- 
ities would be considered normal. 

One definition states: "All 
those who for physical, mental, 
emotional or social reasons are not 
readily accepted into normal oc- 
cupational employment". Anoth- 
er is: "One who requires selective 
job placement because of a phys- 
ical or mental impairment". 

From the standpoint of indus- 
trial and social economy the fol- 
lowing definition taken from the 
Peoria Plan, approaches the ideal: 
"A physical handicap is a differ- 
ence, possessed by some persons, 
which, though limiting physically, 
need not limit vocationally". 

A disability is sufficiently limit- 
ing to constitute a problem in 
placement if it: 

1. Requires the person to modify 
or change his occupation. 
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tances), a definite requirement in 
some jobs but not an important 
factor in others. 

Orthopedic handicaps offer an- 
other example. They may range 
from a non-disabling loss of one 
finger to a more disabling loss of 
a thumb, from a stiff knee or an- 
kle, or loss of a leg with or with- 
out an artificial member, to a 
severely crippling paralysis of both 
legs. Far more serious in their 
effects upon the total man and his 
work capacity are some of the 
disabilities not immediately ap- 
parent upon a casual observation, 
such as heart disease and tuber- 
culosis. 

It is obvious, therefore, that 
there are many types and degrees 
of impairments. These are fur- 
ther classifiable as to whether they 
are obvious or hidden, static or 
progressive. Examples of obvious 
disabilities are crippled or missing 
hands, arms and feet, and some 
blindness: hidden impairments 
are heart disease, malaria, hernia, 
diabetes, etc. Static disabilities 
are those which are in a state of 
rest and in which there is little 
likelihood of increase in disability. 
Examples are amputations, total 
blindness or deafness. Progressive 
disabilities are those in which the 
disease is likely to continue to ex- 
ert its effects, probably in in- 
creasing severity, or to recur un- 
der unfavorable influences or lack 
of treatment. Examples of these

are heart disease, tuberculosis, 
diabetes, silicosis, etc. 

The great majority of disabled 
persons have far more ability 
than disability. From the stand- 
point of industrial usefulness, only 
a small percentage are really 
classifiable as vocationally handi- 
capped. They are handicapped 
for some jobs, to be sure, but only 
a few jobs require all the abilities 
of a worker. They are no longer 
handicapped when placed in jobs 
having requirements which they 
can meet. In fact some "handi- 
capped" can be turned into assets 
by the development of compensa- 
tory skills or by learning a new. 
better paying vocation. On the 
other hand some persons are so 
seriously disabled that they are 
unemployable.

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Women Debate On 
Military Training 

League Speaker Says 
Defense Outmoded 
By Atom Bomb 

A lively discussion on peace time 
military training by four members 
of the Lower Merion Township 
League of Women Voters occurred 
Tuesday at the Ashbridge House 
in Rosemont. 

Miss Margaret Corson and Mrs. 
Frederick Platte were the propon- 
ents of peace- time military train- 
ing. Mrs. Platte emphasized that 
this training should in no way be 
considered as a substitute for an 
international police force or in op- 
position to it. Miss Corson said 
that all multilateral agreements 
including social and economic ones 
should be greatly encouraged. 

Military training. Miss Corson 
said, would mean an always avail- 
able supply of trained men, but 
as these young men would return 
to civilian life after a year there 
would be no danger of a military 
class or a change in our natioral 
outlook tending towards militar- 
ism. 

Taking a stand against military 
training Mrs. Jacobs Coward said 
that the atomic bomb and other 
scientific discoveries had outmoded 
all previous conceptions of defense 
and that in the event of another 
war there would be no time to 
mobilize scattered reserves. If 
war broke out again. Mrs. Coward 
said, the training given a few 
years previously might easily be 
inadequate in the face of the swift 
discovery of new weapons. Mrs. 
Coward believes that our strength 
lies in an uninterrupted develop- 
ment in civilian life in engineer- 
ing, industrial capabilities, scien- 
tific research and emphasis on ci- 
vilian ingenuity and skill. 

Mrs. E. H. Carnarius also spoke 
against peace time military train- 
ing and pointed out the effect 
such a policy would have on other 
nations. She said it that it would 
stir up distrust and suspicion and 
would accelerate a race between 
nations in armaments. Mrs. Car- 
narius favored devoting our energy 
time and resources towards devel- 
oping and backing an interna- 
tional police force. 

On January 17 the international 
relations committee, whose chair- 
man is Miss Jessie Evans will 
hold a discussion on international 
problems raised by the atomic 
bomb.
